"WASHINGTON-, Nov. 28 —The new tariff 


bill \s nicliati1 in its reduction of duties and 
conforms nearly to the Chicago platform 
aud tbe promises made by tho Democratic 
partj last fall to tho people. 


Chairman Wilson, who will haro charge 


of tho bill in the house, is confident that 
lie will be able to carry it through that 
"body without nny important changes. He 
expects tlmfc it will be assailed by the 
representatives of the iron und conl and 
wool interests. 
He usberts that his owu 


state is 113 much interested in keeping the 
duty ou coal nnd iron ore as any other 
atute. 


But he maintains that in the prepara- 


tion of a general tariff bill, local interests 
must Kive way to the general juteye&ts, aud 
that no discrimination should bo allowed 
to interfere in formulating a tariff and 
revenue measure. The general features of 
the bill lire fully understood by President 
Cleveland and have been carefully consid- 
ered by Secretary Carlisle, and both these 
hiKh offloars approve of the measure. 


IVliorc the Fight Came. 


The committee has uad a protracted 


•truggle for several days over the subject 
o£ whisky, SU^M and 
the income tax. 


Tho more the laat was considered, the 
greater were the objections alleged against 
it. At ouo time President Cleveland was 
1'nther disposed to favor it, but after talk- 
iug the matter ovar with Secretary Car- 
lisle, David A. Wolls and other eminent 
authorities on economic questions he was 
persuaded to. believe that it would be a 
very unpopular measure, and one which 
could not be passed concurrently throiigh 
both houses without creating dissensions

Another sburce of revenue that has been 


I discussed, but of which no mention has 
I been ruado In tlje papers, is a tax iipon 
proprietary medicines. 
This has found 


considerable favor nnd is endorsed by 
treasury officials. The arguments urged 
in its favor have been that it could Toe 
easily collected by compelling every bottle 
or package to bear a stamp, and. that the 
taxation would not fall upon the con- 
sumer, as the list prices of the medicines 
would remain unchanged. 


Tho Bill Summarized. 


The following is a summary of the tariff 


bill: 


Tho bill puts wool, coal, lumbar, salt 


nnd iron, ore on the free list, and reduces 
the tariff ou refined sugar from one-half to 
one-quarter of ft cent a pound; it also pro- 
vides for the extermination of the bounty 
Uy decrees. 


As A rule, the tariff has beau made low- 


est upon the cheaper goods of necessary 
use aud left highest upon the more ex- 
pensive articles. la the wool schedule 
there is no duty higher than 45 per cent 
on manufactures of wool, and that only 
on ready-made garments, the average 
being less than 40 per cent. The cheap 
quality of blankets and flannels aro taxed 
25 per cent, and the lower grades of cnv- 
pots 90. A gradual reduction has also 
bean applied to tlie woolen schedule so 
that at the end of five years the highest 
duty will be 40 and the average near 30 
per cent. 


Very material reductions have 
been 


made in thn cotton schedule. Iron ore is 
placed on the free list and a large cut is 
made all along the metal schedule; the 
duty on steel rails is reduced more than 
60 per cent. Free lumber will benefit the 
pedple ot the prairie states, and free salt 
will (jive to those who nead salt for their 
cattle or for curing meat the aame advan- 
tage whirh hna been secured heretofore by

night: "Of cour&o it is very easy for the 
gentlemen who prepared this bill to pro- 
wsiit their views, since they have been 
busily engnged in the work for H, number 
ef weeks, while the lirsl, sight that the 
minority hud ot the bill was at 11 o'clock 
today. Like any other tariff bill, which 
Euvers so many different objects ami takes 
up so much bDUCtf, all any one could do 
•wlio has bub seen It is to make some obvi- 
ous comments on cot turn portion? of it. 


"In tlie flrht place, the country ought to 


understand that there inis been a certain 
degree of xiufainn'SH about the preparation 
of this bill—uuftuineas to tbe country 
rather tbiui to individuals—arising from 
the composing of the committee. The 
Democracy have taken the lion's share of 
the committee and have done this for a 
pin-pose, tor while tne northern Demo- 
crats are represented upon the committee 
they are represented in such a vay that 
the south holds a strong and very un- 
fortunate predomination. 


"As their industrial status is very much 


different from the average of the whole 
country, it uecebsurily fallows, aud abso- 
lutely iu fact has followed, that the bill is 
as bad as could be reasonably imagined. 
This mny not be true with regard to every 
item, but ir, is certainly true with regard 
to the most important matters in the 
bill."

A cashier was 
engaged. The president, Joseph A. Lord, 
was reported sick in New York, which 
fact, it was said, had delayed the opening 
of the bank. 


Meanwhile some business had been done, 


but the bank having no funds its paper 
Went to protest, 
Mr. Brewer was arrested 


on the 
charge of procuring 
certified 


checks under false representations and 
opening the bunk fraudulently. Bail was 
fixed at S1000, which ho furnished. 


It is alleged that Brewer did not comply 


with the state law as to having a majority 
of the directors residents of Vermont. 
There were 500 shares of stock, of which 
Brewer held 475, and the remainder was 
divided between Charles A. Brewer and J. 
J. O'Farrell of Burlington, and Joseph A. 
Lord and Thomas J. Brewer of Rutland, 
noue of whom is known to exist. 


Brewer is said to be the head man in the

TARIFF BILL 


Notable Features of the 


New Measure 


LIKELY TO BE ASSAIljEI} BY IN- 


TERESTED PARTIES, 


Representatives of Iron, Coal 
and 


Wool. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The new tariff 


bill Is rrtdica1. in its reduction of duties and 
conforms nearly to the Chicago platform 
and tbe promises made by the Democratic 
party lint fall to the people. 


Chairman "Wilson, who will hare charge 


of the bill in the house, is confident that 
he will be able to carry it through, that 
body without nny important changes. He 
expects that it will be assailed Tjy the 
representatives of the iron and coal and 
wool Interests. 
He asserts that his own 


state is us much interested in keeping the 
duty on COH! and iron ore as any other 
stale. 


But he maintains that in the prepara- 


tion of a general tariff bill, local interests 
must ffive way to the general interests, and 
that no discrimination, should bo allowed 
to interfere in formulating a tariff and 
revenue measure. The general features of 
the bill lire fully understood, by President 
Cleveland and have beep, carefully consid- 
ered by Secretary Carlisle, and both these 
hijch officers approve of the measure. 


IVIinr* tbe Fight Came. 


Tha committee has had a protracted 
• truggle for sevsral days over the subject 
of whisky, sujjur and 
the income tax. 


The more the lo&t was considered, the 
greater were the objections alleged against 
it. At one time President Cleveland wns 
rather disposed to favor it, but aCter talk- 
Inff the matter over with Secretary .Car- 
lisle, David A. Wells and other eminent 
auiltori&iea on economic questions he was 
persuaded to. believe that it would be a 
very unpopular measure, and one which 
could not be passed concurrently through 
both houses without creating dissensions 
in Ihe Democratic party. 


Another source of revenue that has been 


discussed, but of which no muhtion has 
been made in the papers, is a tax upon 
proprietary medicines. 
This has fouud 


considerable favor and Is endorsed -by 
treasury officials. The arguments urged 
in its favor have been that it could be 
easily collected by compelling every bottle 
cr package to bear a stamp, and that the 
taxation would not fall upon the con- 
Buuer, as the list prices of tha medicines 
would remain unchanged. 


The Bill Summarized. 


The following Is a summary of the tariff 


bill: 


The bill puts wool, coal, lumber, salt 


and iron ore on the free list, and reduces 
the tariff on refined sugar from one-half to 
one-quarter of a cent a pound; it also pro- 
vides for the extermination of the bounty 
try decrees. 


As i rule, the tariff has been made low- 


est upon the cheaper goods of necessary 
use and left highest upon the more ex- 
pensive articles. In the wool schedule 
there is no duty higher than 45 per cent 
on manufactures of wool, and that only 
on ready-made garments, the average 
being less than 40 per cent. The cheap 
quality of blankets and flannels aro taxed 
25 per cent, and the lower grades of car- 
pets ".0. A gradual reduction has also 
been applied to the woolen schedule so 
th.it at the end of five years the highest 
duty will be 40 and the average near SO 
per cent. 


Very material reductions have 
beeu 


made in the cotton schedule. Iron ore is 
placed on the free list and a large cut is 
made all along the metal schedule; the 
duty on steel rails is reduced more than 
SO 'per cent. Free lumber will benefit the 
people of the prairie states, and free salt 
will give to those who need salt for their 
cattle or for curing meat the same advan- 
tase whirh has been secured heretofore by 


means oE rebate to those who cured fish. 
Agricultural implements have bean placed 
uuon the free list because many of oar ag- 
ricultural implements ore 'being 
aold 


abroad today cheaper than fit home. 


But Fe-w HepiLUlloutiB Freflunt. 


The meeting of tho ways and means 


committee w.is very brief. All the Demo-

Most Republican 
members declined ta express. ,any opinion 
on the bill until they should have an op- 
portuuity to examine It in detail. . 


Ex-Speaker Toin Head, a member of tho 


wnya and means committee, snid last 
night: "Of course it is very easy for tha 
gentlemen who prepared this bill to pre- 
sent their views, since they huve been 
busily engaged in the work for a number 
nf weeks, while the llrsfc sight thnt the 
minority hud of the bill was at 11 o'clock 
today. Jjike any other tariff bill, which 
Covers so many different oojects and takes 
up so much .space, all any one could do 
wlia hfta but seen it is to make some obvi- 
ous comments on certain portions of it. 


"In tbe first place, the country ought to 


understand that there luis been a certain 
degree of unfairness about the preparation 
of this bill—unfairness to tbe country 
rather thitn to individuals—arising from 
tho composing of tha committee. 
The 


Democracy have taken the lion's share of 
the committee and have done this for a 
purpose, for while the northern Demo- 
crats are represented "upon the committee 
they aro represented in such a vay thnt 
the south holds a strong und very un- 
fortunate predomination. 


"As their industrial status is very much 


different from the average of the whole 
couutry, it necessarily follows, and abso- 
lutely iu fact bus followed, that the bill is 
us bod as could be reasonably imagined, 
This mfly not be true with, regard to every 
Item, but ir, is certainly true with regard 
to the most important matters in the 
bill." 


As View-Bel by McTClnler. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 28.—Mr. McKmley

ceremonies. Over 100 priests were, seated 
within the sanctuary rail throughout the 
service. 


The remains of Eev. Fr. O'Brien rested 


in a caslcct placed under a canopy in the 
middle aisle; on it were placer! the vest- 
ments of the dead priest, his chalice, stole 
and barette. The casket .plate bore this 
inscription:

The altar was draped in mourning, and

O'Hare, William Daley and George E.

After the celebration of the mass the 


funeral cortege w.as formed and it was of 
great length. In line were the Holy 3STame 
society, the Temperance society, the chil- 
dren's sodality and the altar boys of the 
church. The interment was in Calvary 
cemetery, Winchester, and 
to Mother 


Earth'the earthly remains of Fr. O'Brien 
were committed amid the tears of those 
who surrounded the grave.
